Well, in stand-up you don’t really 
need to be taken seriously. But I think 
ageism is prevalent in Hollywood. 

It seems like the opposite for actors, 
where the younger you are the 
better, but for writers and producers 
you don’t get taken as seriously 
when you’re young. When you’re 
the youngest in the room, everyone 


thinks of you differently. It’s not so 
much what you get to do, it's how 
they let you do it - the amount of 
involvement you have, and the 
amount of tmst you’re given. 

HAS THERE BEEN ANYTHING 
FRIVOLOUS YOU’VE SPENT YOUR 
MONEY ON NOW YOU’VE MADE A 
LOT OF MONEY? 

I fly first class now, which is 
expensive and a complete fucking 
rip-off. They still treat you like shit, it’s 
like airlines are actually incapable of 
providing good service no matter how 
much you pay. That’s the one thing 
I do that I think when spending the 
money, “This is fucking stupid”. But I 
can’t go back now. 

HOW DO PEOPLE REACT WHEN THEY 
SEE YOU ON A PLANE? 

It depends. 90 per cent of the time 
it's nice. I can tell people genuinely 
like the movies we’ve made and they 
normally stay within the normal 
parameters of human interaction. But 
some people do not, and they literally 
lose their fucking minds. Not even in 
an excited way, it’s just like the rules 
of appropriateness of what you can L3T 









say to someone or ask of them go 
out the window. Maybe it’s people 
who are already insane approaching 
me, I don’t know. It’s just surprising 
how crazy people are. Like they’ll say, 
“Wait here, my daughter will be here 
in 20 minutes, she's not a fan really, 
but her boyfriend is and it will make 
him really happy.” 

DO YOU EVER GET PEOPLE LIKE, “YO, 
I DON’T KNOW WHO YOU ARE, BUT 
MY FRIEND SAYS YOU’RE FAMOUS”? 

All the fucking time. That doesn’t 
bother me, but when they decide to 
tell everyone in a restaurant, “Hey 
everybody, Seth Rogen is here” it gets 
embarrassing, cos people are either, 
“So, who are you?” or don’t even care. 
DO YOU GET SPECIFIC LINES FROM 
YOUR FILMS SHOUTED AT YOU? 

Not so much anymore. I used to get a 
lot of, “You know how I know you’re 
gay?” from The 40-Year-Old Virgin, 
but it’s slowly diluted itself into just a 
plethora of filthy things. 

THERE’S A LOT OF IMPROVISATION 
IN YOUR MOVIES. DO YOU EVER GET 
WRITERS GOING, “JUST READ MY 
FUCKING LINE”? 

I go along with what they want, really. 
I haven’t done a lot of movies that I 


wasn’t a producer on or involved 
with in some other capacity. It’s 
different on every one though. On 
Observe And Report, the director 
Jody Hill was really fine with me 
improvising, but on the film I’ve just 
finished it was a real mix. But I'm 
fine either way -1 don’t think there’s 
any right way to work, apart from 
not being an asshole, so I can respect 
other people's working processes. 

IS THERE EVER THE TEMPTATION 
TO BE AN ASSHOLE? 

I don't find it difficult to not be an 
asshole. I don’t think I'm difficult 
to work with, on the scale of how 
difficult people can be, having seen 
how some people act. I like a nice 
work environment and I probably 
work a lot harder and have a more 
stringent work ethic than people 
might think I do. But we just try and 
be nice and considerate. We don’t 
take our jobs for granted - I’m really 
excited to do the job I do, so try not to 
act like a dick about it. I have a much 
better job than most of the people on 
set do, in terms of how I get treated 
and how much I get paid, so it would 
be particularly ridiculous for me to 
complain about it.

BUSY WRITER/PRODUCER/ACTOR. 

IS THE FIRST BIT A LIE? IS WEED AS

I smoke a lot of weed, yeah. I think 
it’s a myth to say that you can’t be 
productive and smoke weed. It’s an 
antiquated thought. In the 1950s they 
said you’d go crazy if you smoked 
it, and then they said you’d become 
a crack addict if you smoked it, and 
now they say you’ll be lazy if you 
smoke it. All those things are not 
true. I smoke weed a lot and I’m 
extremely productive. 

IS IT A RELAXATION THING OR FOR 
THE CREATIVE PROCESS? 

Both. But more than anything, it 
makes me more willing to work. 
Nobody wants to work for 12 hours 
every day, but if you get to smoke 
weed, hang out with your friends 
and joke around it doesn’t really feel 
like work.

THE BIG MASER is not only 
the bestest-looking posh ride 
you can buy (especially in 
yellow and black), but it also 
has a right bastard of a V8 
under the bonnet.
